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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art searched and cited failed to teach or fairly suggest an ion trap device and 
method of having a resonant circuit for amplifying the driving voltage generated 
by the RF driver to produce an RF voltage applied to at least one of the electrodes; 
and a tuning circuit for changing a resonance frequency wherein the tuning circuit 
is adjusted so that the resonance frequency is shifted from the driving frequency of 
the resonant circuit in combination with the remaining elements of claims 1 or 5. 
Claims 2-4 and 6-8 are allowable because of their dependencies upon claims 1 or 
5.
